Claim 1 (currently amended): An application provision system for use in a server, the 
server being connectabl e connected to a network through a communication link, the 
network [[that]] comprises at least one client and at least one server, the application 
provision system for providing a requested application to a client, the application 
provision system comprising: 

a server resident process [[for]] controlling the application provision system, 
and providing [[of an]] a requested application to a client; and 

client-server functionality that is deliverable to the client, the client-server 
functionality for th e provision of th e app l icat i on to th e cl ie nt by communicating with the 
server resident process through a communication pipe, and interacting directly with an 
operating system resident on the client; the communication pipe being part of the 
communication link . 

Claim 2 (original): An application provision system according to claim 1 wherein the 
server resident process includes a common gateway interface. 

Claim 3 (original): An application provision system according to claim 1 wherein the 
client-server functionality is a platform independent executable program attached to a 
web page. 

Claim 4 (original): An application provision system according to claim 3 wherein the 
platform independent executable program is a Java applet. 

Claim 5 (currently amended): An application provision system for use in a server, the 
server being connoctab l o connected to a network through a communication link, the 
network [[that]] comprises at least one client and at least one server, the client 
comprising an operating system and a browser, the application provision system for 
providing a requested application to a client, the application provision system 
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comprising: 

a server resident process controlling the application provision system and 
wh i ch i s being able to respond to queries; 

a del i verab l e file that is deliverable to the client, the file including a platform 
independent executable program and parameter information; and 

a m e ans for e stab li sh i ng a communication pipe within the [[a]] 
communications lin k; the platform independent executable program communicating 
with p rov i d i ng communicat i ons botwoon the server resident process through the 
communication pipe, and interacting directly with the operating system of the client 
such that the server resident process is able to perform operations within the 
operating system of the client. 

Claim 6 (original): An application provision system according to claim 5 further 
comprising a database comprising information for the locating of files associated with 
an application that can be installed on the client. 

Claim 7 (original): An application provision system according to claim 5 wherein the 
application provision system further comprises; 

at least one file associated with at least one application wherein the 
application is installable on the client; and 

at least one web page for downloading to the browser located on the client. 

Claim 8 (original): An application provision system according to claim 5 wherein the 
file deliverable to the client includes a Java applet. 

Claim 9 (original): An application provision system according to claim 5 wherein the 
server resident processes includes a common gateway interface. 

Claim 10 (original): An application provision system according to claim 5 wherein the 
server resident process, client deliverable file and at least one file associated with the 
at least one application are located on the same server. 

Claim 1 1 (original): An application provision system according to claim 5 wherein the 
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server resident process, client deliverable file and at least one file associated with the 
at least one application are located on different servers that are both elements of the 
same network. 

Claim 12 (currently amended): A web page for delivery from a server to a browser 
operating on a client, the server and the client being connected to comprised by a 
network through a communication link, the network comprising at least one client and 
at least one server, the server comprising server resident based processes [[for]] 
controlling automatic prov i s i on provisioning of an application, the web page for use in 
a system for the automatic prov i s i on provisioning of [[an]] the application to the client, 
the web page comprising: 

a platform independent executable program for tho provis i on of 
commun i cations b e tw ee n th e cli e nt and communicating with the server [[based]] 
resident processes through a communication pipe, and interacting directly with an 
operating system resident on the client; the communication pipe being part of the 
communication link ; an4 

parameter information whoroin tho parameter i nformat i on is suffic ie nt to i nit i at e 

the server based processes and to determine i f an app li cat i on i s i nsta ll ed on tho 
cl ie nt . 

Claim 13 (currently amended): A web page according to claim [[10]] 1_2 wherein the 
platform independent executable program is a Java applet. 

Claim 14 (currently amended): A method of providing a requested application from a 
server to a client by an application provision system, the method comprising the steps 
of: 

providing a first web page to a client, the first web page containing at least one 
link that can b e s e lected wherein the l ink is associated with a document; 

receiving a request for [[a]] the document by a server resident teased process, 
from a client; 

providing a second web page to a client, the second web page having client- 
server functionalit y, the client-server functionality communicating with the server 
resident process through a communication pipe, interacting directly with an operating 
system resident on the client, and reouesting attached to i t wh i ch requests an 
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application to access the requested document; and 

providing the requested application to the client wherein the requested 
application allows the client to access the requested document. 

Claim 15 (currently amended): A method [[for]] of providing a requested application 
according to claim 14 wherein the step of providing the application provides the entire 
application to the client. 

Claim 16 (currently amended): A method [[for]] of providing a requested application 
according to claim 14 wherein the step of providing the application provides selected 
files associated with the application to the client to update an existing instance of the 
application on the client. 

Claim 17 (currently amended): A method of receiving a requested application from a 
server to a client by an application provision system, the method comprising the steps 
of: 

receiving a first web page from a server, the first web page containing at least 
one link that can b e s ele ct e d wh e r ei n th e li nk i s associated with a document; 

providing a request for [[a]] the document to a server based resident process, 
from a client; 

receiving a second web page from a server, the second web page having 
clientserver functionalit y, the client-server functionality communicating with the server 
resident process through a communication pipe, interacting directly with an operating 
system resident on the client, and reguesting attach e d to i t wh i ch r e qu e sts an 
application to access the requested document; and 

receiving the requested application from the server wherein the requested 
application allows the client to access the requested document 

Claim 18 (currently amended): A method [[for]] of receiving a requested application 
according to claim 17 wherein the step of receiving the application receives the entire 
application from the client. 

Claim 19 (currently amended): A method [[for]] of receiving a requested application 
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according to claim 17 wherein the step of receiving the application receives selected 
files associated with the application from the server to update an existing instance of 
the application on the client. 

Claim 20 (currently amended): A method [[for]] of providing a requested application 
[[by]] from a server to a client connected to a network through a communication link, 
the network comprising at least one client and at least one server; the at least one 
server comprising at least one web page for downloading by the at least one client, 
the method comprising the steps of: 

providing client-server functional^ and a server resident process on a server; 

delivering the client-server functionality to the client during the downloading of 
a web page to which the client-server functionality is attached , the client-server 
functionality interacting directly with an operating system resident on the client ; 

receiving by way of th e s e rver res i dent process a request for an application 
from the client -server functionality , through the clientserver functionality 
communicating with the server resident process through a communication pipe, the 
communication pipe being part of the communication link : and 

providing by way of the server resident process the requested application to 
the client, through the client-server functionality. 

Claim 21 (currently amended): A method [[for]] of [[the]] automatic prov i s i on 
provisioning of a requested application from a server to a client; the server and the 
client being connected to el ements of a networ k, the network including at least one 
client and at least one server, the client operating a browser and an operating system, 
the method comprising the steps of: 

downloading a first web page containing at least one link, the link i nd i cat i ng 
associat i on a docum e nt, being associated with a document, bv [[a]] the client from 
the server to which the client is connected and in communications through a 
communication link ; 

selecting the [[a]] link on the downloaded first web page; 
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second web page comprising to wh i ch the c lie nt i s connect e d and i n communicat i ons 
whero i n a platform independent executable program i s attach e d to th e second wob 

opening a new window of [[a]] the browser operating on the client; 

invoking the platform independent executable program , the platform 
independent executable program interacting directly with the operating system of the 
client ;

application by the server to the client, if the setup executable file do e s not e x i st ]s 
absent on the client; 

installing the setup executable file on the client, if the setup executable doos 
not e x i st file is absent on the client;

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providing [of] files associated with [[the]] a requested version of the requested 
application by the setup executable fi|e from the server to the client; and 

installing native components on the client such that the native components do 
not interfere with the operating system of the client.

determining if [[the]] a version of the requested application previously installed 
ien on the client is the same as [[the]] a version of the requested application located

Claim 25 (currently amended): A method according to claim 24 wherein the step of 
determining if the version of [[an]] the requested application installed on [[a]] the 
client is the version that is being requested comprises the steps of: 

querying an installation footprint of the i nsta lle d application on the client to 
determine [[the]] a location of th e app l icat i on's files associated with the application 
installed on the client within [[the]] a memory of the client; 

determining [[the]] version information for f ofl the application installed on the 

client; 

transferring the version information of the application installed on the client to 
the server; and 

comparing the version information of th e v e rs i on of the application installed on 
the client with version information associated with the version of the application 
located on the server. 

Claim 26 (currently amended): A method [[for]] of [[the]] automat i c prov i s i on of 
automatically provisioning a requested application from a server to a client; the server 
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and client being are elements of a network connected through a communication link 
including at least ono c l ient and at least ono server, the client operating a browser and 
an operating system, the method comprising the steps of: 

providing a first web page to [[a]] the client, the first web page having a link, 
the link being associated with a document wherein the document is accessible with 
the requested application ; 

receiving a request for a second web page by way of the client selecting the 
link associated with the document;
